ANENT LIBRARY GATHERINGS.

and did straighten the flowers upon their head- 
ear. If, by reason of gift or saving, there might 
possible unto them a white skirt, joyful were 
they. On the proper day, with that smile that 
appertaineth to the proper library face, they did 
set forth gaily in mended suit, satchel in hand, 
with that serene satisfaction in the heart which 
the seven shirt waists freshly laundered was 
wont to lend. Now at these meetings there was 
much fellowship and many of the smaller fry in 
evidence, and as it was for these chiefly the meet 
was made there was joy in the land. These did 
sit at the feet of the rulers in the libraryland, and 
this was good for there were giants among these 
in those days and the smaller fry learned of them, 
and things were as they should be. At the end 
of the seventh day all returned unto their libraries, 
and unto the smile on the face of the smaller fry 
was added a look of wisdom because of the things 
they had learned, and unto the smile on the face 
of the rulers was added a look of satisfaction 
because of the things they had taught. And lo, 
this librarian was one of these and their ways 


were her ways, even unto the seventh waist, and 
she was as the least of them. 

Now the years became lean and appropriations 
ran short and the librarian beheld the promised 
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meetings only from the pages of the ‘‘Library 
Journal” for many years. In the fullness of time 
there came a year when the tariff was high 
and appropriations waxed large, and all things 
worked together for her good, even unto this 
that the chief of her board of trustees had eaten 
of the fat of the land that night when the matter 
was laid before him; and so they sent her forth 
to learn of the new things which had come to pass 
even as to the accession book and the classification 
of fiction, and she was joyful. So she did in pre- 
paration even as she had done of yore and re- 
joicing she set forth. 

And she came unto the gathering-place as 
the sun sank and with haste repaired unto the 
place of eating, clad even in the stiffest shirt waist 
of all she possessed, and her heart sang as she went 
because of those whom she would meet. But 
lo, she found that she was as a stranger in a 
strange land, and one met her whom they called 
the head waiter and he pitied her because of her 
Taiment and did hide her in a dark corner that 
she might see and not be seen. And it was borne 
in upon her that it profiteth a librarian little that 
she hath a shirt waist that for featherstitching 
Solomon in all of his glory had not the like of it, 
and a skirt like unto the snow forimmaculateness, 
if she hath not for the evening a near-silk dress 
that is cut low of the neck. nd as she looked 
upon the host that did chatter she said in her heart, 
‘*Who are these? Are they not such as would not 
be scorned by even the American Laundry Asso- 
ciation because of their raiment?’’ And lo, she 
looked again from afar off where she had been 
hidden from sight by the head waiter, and she 
said in her heart, ‘‘I would I were as one of these, 
for surely these all be rulers in the library land, 
if librarians they be.’’ But she grieved and searched 
for the smaller fry and could not find them. Those 
who were there were kind to her by reason of 
their kindly hearts, but she would not be cheered 
for she longed for the days that were not and for 
the smaller fry which seemed not of this number. 
Now it so happened that at a late hour she met 
in the way one whom she had known of yore and 
asked her the reason of these things; and behold, 
this one did open her mouth and spake and the 
lonely one listened and her eyes were opened 
and she understood. And the first of these things 
of which she did ask was of the smaller fry for 
whom she searched, and she was told that many 
were not there because of the lack of the evening 
garment, they not being such as were willing to be 
set apart by reason of raiment so that even they 
who stood afar off might know them as those who 
did work for the smaller hire. 

And then spake the lonely one and said, ‘Is 
it not for these same smaller fry this feast of 
library learning is made? And wherefore then do 
these that are here dress as they do, if it offend 
these others, so that they may not come thither 
and learn as of yore they were wont todo? Surely 
there are none among these rulers in the library 
land that are not of such magnitude and greatness 
that they may not stand in the simple attire and 
yet seem verily a ruler.” 

But the wise one whom she had met in the way, 
shook her head and said, ‘‘These days are not as 
other days and by our dress ye shall know us.” 
And she rose to depart but the lonely one cried out 
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and drew her back and said, ‘“‘Are there none here 
of mine own kind that work for an old maid’s 
mite? Tell me how I may know them even in this 
strange attire so that I may seek them out and 
learn of them, and lo, when I come thither again I 
shall be even as these others and need not eat 
afar off but may sit among them.” Then said 
the wise one, ‘I, even I, am as thou art and maybe 
worse, for my days are spent in labor and my hire 
is forty dollars per month and only when the days 
are long and hot, and the vacation is among us, 
may I make it forty-two fifty by strength of my 
substitution. I will unfold this mystery unto you. 
Among these that you see before you are indeed 
some few who work for such a sum even as you and 
I, but these even are chiefly of those who work 
for the mighty libraries in the land. Of those who 
work for the small library in the small town there 
are but one or two. y these signs Ba may 
know them and even I bear the mark. en you 
see one whose evening garment doth fit but little 
and hath a bunch between the shoulders and 
draggeth upon the floor too greatly, or showeth the 
ankle in front, even though it doth trail behind, 
then you may know that these are among the 
number of the smaller fry and they have borrowed 
from their sisters whom riches have blessed or 
from some friend who hath an evening garment. 
That you may recognize the bunch I will show 
you the misfit that even now is caught together 
with a pin upon mine own shoulders.” And then 
the lonely one did look and did marvel at the 
skill with which the pin had made the large to 
fit the small. And she asked how it might be done, 
and the wise one answered and said, “My room- 
mate is even as I, and we have practised one upon 
another until we are skilled in this thing.” 


Then asked the lonely one again, “Is there 
none among the few of the smaller fry who have 
journeyed hither, who owneth her own evening 
togs?’”’ And the wise one said, ‘‘Yea, and there 
be some few. Some of them have saved for several 
years and have spent all they own upon this thing, 
that they may sit in the seats of the mighty and 
be not contemned by those who sit in the seats 
of the scornful. There be one of them who 
hath a friend who hath lately been joined in the 
holy bands of wedlock and she did walk with this 
friend in the time of her tribulation even down 
the aisle, and ’tis the wedding garment she weareth 
now. There be several whose garments from afar 
be as the others, but upon close examination they 
prove to be even of near-silk, and even of muslin, 
and some there be that are dyed even with coffee. 
These last few, moreover, court the shadows and 
stand not out in the open, for conscious are they 
of their lack; but come they can to the meeting 
and are not hidden away in the eating hall, for unto 
the head waiter who ruleth there all these garments 
are the same. But of all of these whom I have 
numbered, they that borroweth, and they that 
owneth the handsome garment by reason of 
saving or fluke, and they that owneth the near- 
silk and near evening dress, when the tale is 
told there are but few of the smaller fry. The 
that have come to teach, being rulers in the land, 
do but make their speeches to each other and dis- 
pute among themselves and the feast is for them 
joyous, for they love these things; but of those 
for which it is made there are but ten or twenty 
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of them, and these do congregate together among 
themselves, for near-silk is but poor stuff when 
side by side with satin, while it seemeth good 
when it standeth with others of its kind.” And 
then saith the lonely one, ‘‘Is there none who will 
tell them who are not here how they may come 
into the possession of an evening dress such even 
as these others, so that they may come hither 
and learn the many things of which they stand in 
need?’’ But the wise one shook her head and said, 
“Many there be who cannot borrow, for there 
are none to lend; and many there be that cannot 
buy even the near-silk at twenty-nine cents per 
yard, for twenty-nine cents is to them as twenty- 
nine dollars to others, and so they come not and 
the accession book still dwelleth in their libraries 
and they know not the farmers’ need and the story 
is not told abroad in their town.” 

Then the lonely one spake and said, ‘‘I will send 


a night letter by telegraph to my sister who will 
lend me from her store that I may come forth 
into the centre of the room this year and be not 
ashamed. The next year I may not come, but I 
will save for two years and spend all I have and 
will come arrayed even as the greatest of these.” 
And so she did and the last night she who had 
been last was first in raiment. But her heart 
was sad within her for those who could not borrow 
nor buy and were not there. And in her room she 
lifted up her voice and wept for the good old days 
when one was but as another, for the shirt waist was 
in the wardrobe of all; and she longed for those days 
when for their raiment. the assistant was as the 
head, and the page as the cataloguer, and the 
smaller fry disported themselves and were happy 
and known in the meeting, and she would not 
comforted because of these things that were 
not.
